NORMANAPORSEN , -gerieral counsel of the American Civil Liberties 
Union, ha» not been investigated by us, but files reveal he has sup- 
ported the aims of the National Emergency Civil Liberties Committee, 
a cited organization. He prepared a brief submitted before the U. S. 
Supreme Court requesting it to review the conviction of Robert Soblen, 
convicted in 1961 of conspiracy to commit espionage. Dorsen was one 
of a number of law professors who attacked the Department's claim 
that the Government may wiretap and bug organizations considered 
subversive without court supervision. In March, 1970,he participated 
in a TV debate with Abbott Hoffman, Jerry Rubin, and Rennie Davis. 

LILLIAN^HELLMAN was born on 6/20/05, at New Orleans, Louisiana, 
is a noted playwright and the subject of a closed security-type investi- 
gation initiated by us in 1943. Hellman was active in CP movement 
late 1930s and continued to be strong supporter until 1945. 1952, re- 
fused to answer questions before House Committee on Internal Security 
concerning her CP activities the two years previous and has been 
active in some 18 cited organizations in the past. 

BURKE)LeARSHALL was born 10/1/22, Plainfield, New Jersey, and 
was subject of favorable applicant- type investigation by us in 1961, 
following which he was appointed Assistant Attorney General of Civil 
Rights Division, resigning in early 1965. We had frequent contact with 
him and he was not considered a friend of the FBI. In 1964 he made 
false allegations to White House that we leaked information on Martin 
Luther King's background to the press. Regarding this the Director noted 
"Marshall is a liar, " and he was subsequently set straight on his allega- 
tion.

"The New York Review of Books, " which in 1964 reportedly used individuals 
with 'leftist tendencies" to review books dealing with security matters 
and the U. S. Government. Allegations that this publication was directed 
or controlled by the CP were not substantiated. Silvers, who visited 
Cuba in late 1968, was one of Board of Directors of "Center for Cuban 
Studies, " New York City, the subject of a Registration Act-Cuba 
investigation. 

TELFORD/foAYLOR , Jtorn J/24/08, Schenectady New J£ork, was Chief 
0)( , y / Prosecutor of the Nuremberg trials and is presently Professor of Law, 
J* Columbia University Law School. He was subject of favorable applicant- 
/ type investigation in 1939 and subject of Hatch Act investigation in 1942. 
Admitted membership in National Lawyers Guild in 1942 and during 
1949-51 was member of Carnegie Endowment for International Peace 
which cooperated with Soviet Government. He associated with members 
of CP and fellow travelers and has indicated sympathy for Soviet Union. 
He has represented many CP members in court and before Congres- 
sional Committees and has been consulted by attorneys for many other 
communists. 
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DR. JEROME BERI^WEISNER , internationally known scientist,J}0£n 
5/30/15, Detroit, Mifthigan, has been affiliated with MIT since 1946, 
and is a consultant at large to the President's Science Advisory 
Committee. He was subject of several applicant-type investigations 
during 1947-67, and subject of Special Inquiry for White House in July, 
1970. Although investigations were generally favorable, he admitted 
past membership in the American Association of Scientific Workers, a 
communist front organization and allegedly indicated sympathy for com- 
munists in the mid 1940s. Several of his associates at MET were publicly 
identified as having been affiliated with the CP. He attended the Second 
Pugwash Conference in Quebec, Canada i n 1968, sponsored by Cyrus 
Eaton and more recently has been outspoken in opposition to an anti- 
baUistic missle system for the U. S.

HAROLD*WILLENS , a "millionaire" business man from SantaMonica, 
California, was active as the National Cochairman of the Business 
Executives Move for Vietnam Peace (BEMVP) since its founding in August, 
1967. It organized protest against United States involvement in Vietnam 
among the business community, and, later Willens was associated 
with Businessmen's Educational Fund which rallied financial support 
in opposition to Vietnam war. Willens reportedly was born in USSR 
and his father was alleged to be a communist labor organizer during 
1930s and early 1940s. In 1944, Willens was among individuals appealing 
for executive clemency for Morris U. Schappes, Communist Party 
member convicted of perjury. Willens may be identical withpsrson by same 
name born 4/26/14, in Russia. No investigation conducted concerning 
Willens or Vietnam protest organizations with which he has been 
affiliated. 



RAMSEY CLARK, of course, is well-known to the Director and the 
Bureau as \he former Attorney General during the Johnson Administration. 
He has been a champion of numerous liberal causes and individuals since 
he left the Department and has been most critical of the Director and the 
FBI. His hypocrisy is shown by the fact that on 9/28/67 he spoke before 
a luncheon of the Society of Former Special Agents of the FBI, Incorporated, 
in Washington, D. C. , and was most profuse in his praise of the Director 
and the Bureau. The Director has properly characterized him as a "jelly 
fish" and "leaning tower of jello. " In the Fall of 1970, Clark published his 
book "Crime In America" which is critical of crimes statistics in this 
country, claims the FBI was slow to get into the fight on organized crime, 
and makes derogatory statements concerning the Director and FBI operations. 
His book is full of holes and has not been well received.

The other way in which information will be presented 
will be through four panels* Each panel will consist 
of people who have worked for the FBI in different 
ways. There will be a panel of former Justice Department 
people. Either Mr. Wilkins, Mr. Marshall or Mr. Doar 
will probably participate in this panel. In addition, 
we expect that Robert Owen will participate in this 
panel. I have also written to Walter Sheridan. 
Finally, we hope you will also join the former Justice 
Department officials panel. 

The other panels are: former agents (William 
Turner, John Shaw, and Bob Wall); former informers 

(selected by Frank Donner) ; and, finally, a panel of 
two former police chiefs ,( Broderick of New York and 
Ahern of New Haven) and a former United States Attorney 

(Terrell Glenn) This last panel will discuss federal- 
local relationships. 

I can make a very good educated guess at this 
•point that the lead moderator will be Burke Marshall, 
or Mr. Marshall and Duane Lockard together. The 
format will be rather flexible; writers will deliver 
their papers and panelists will lead the discussion 
of the issues within their particular expertise, but 
all present will be free ;tp contribute. ■ -* 
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This brings up the question of who will bo present* 
We expect a large press turnout. In addition , educational 
television has offered/ and we will likely accept that 
offer, to tape the entire conference and then do a 
documentary on it. We hope to have the conference in a 
moderately small (40 people) conference room. We have 
yet to decide whether it will be piped into another room 
should the public wish to attend. The people in the 
room, aside from press, invited panelists and writers, 
and participating Princeton and Committee people, will 
be "notables" who have a particular scholastic or profes- 
sional interest in this area. We hope also to have 
Congressional staff members and possibly some Congressmen. 

Hopefully, copies of the papers will be available 
before October 29 and, depending on costs and- feasibility, 
will be mailed to other participants. 

You ask whether any of the papers will be relevant 
to the discussion of the Justice Department panel. 
From the topics stated above, I would think so, although 
we did not specify any particular way in. which each writer 
should approach his topic. 

I can assure you that we intend this conference to 
be entirely non-partisan and objective. We hope to 
point out the good aspects of the Bureau's work, as well 
as the weak ones, if any. We are concerned with the 
Bureau as an institution in American life and not with 
the personalities of any of its members. 

If you have further questions, I urge you to call 
Roger Wilkins, x ox Burke Marshall. Mr. Marshall can 
be reached at the Yale Lav; School and Mr. Wilkins can be 
reached through my office 

Finally, let me ask that you let us know your 
intention as soon as possible. The conference, which 
has been in the planning stages for some four months, is 
only six weeks away and we want to be sure to" have all 
our participants "signed up."

Captioned individual was Chief of Police of New 
Haven, Connecticut, from 1968 until his disability retirement 
at 38 years of age in 1970. At the time of his promotion to Chief 
of Police in 1968, the Director sent him a congratulatory letter. 
During his tenure as Chief of Police, cordial relations were 
maintained with Ahern who was described as a good police officer 
and one who was friendly and very cooperative with the Bureau. 
SAC, New Haven, advised, however, that Ahern made a practice 
of seeking publicity and continually involving himself in contro- 
versial issues. 



He was a member of the President's Commission on 
Campus Unrest. While a member of the President's Commission, 
Ahern was critical of actions of the National Guard at Kent State. 
In June, 1971, Ahern reportedly told a Senate Subcommittee that 
" 'benign neglect' remains national policy, " and he urged the 
President to renew a national commitment to full social justice. 
Ahern also reportedly stated that "nowhere were the motives of the 
Administration more clear than in its failure to act upon the 
Commission's conclusions regarding the shootings at Jackson State 
and Kent State, " and he suggested that creation of the Committee by 
the President may have been a "cynical scheme to manipulate and 
delude public opinion" He also expressed discontent with the 
Administration's actions involving the Kent and Jackson State inves- 
tigations, the Mayday arrests in Washington, and the attempts to 
keep classified material about the Vietnam War from appearing in 
newspapers. In connection with Ahern 's remarks before the Senate 
Subcommittee, the Director noted: "I am amazed at Ahern's 
outburst. " 



In connection with a reported appearance at Brown 
University on May 10, 1971, Ahern indicated that mass arrests 
made by Washington, D. C. , police during antiwar demonstrations 
that month constituted a serious violation^: the rights of those

arrested. He also stated that "protests and demonstrations for an 
end to war and the provision of social justice for all must continue, " 
and that "students and other dissidents must refuse to be intimidated 
by the national administration. " When asked to comment on demands 
for the resignation of Mr. Hoover, Ahern was reported to have stated 
that the Director's relations with local police and some of his state- 
ments and actions "indicate that there has been some disintegration 
in his views of police in a democracy." 

In June, 1971, it was reported in the press that Ahern 
who was affiliated with the Casualty Insurance Fraud Association in 
New York City, had employed former Special Agent John F. Shaw, Sr. , 
with his firm. By letter of June 3, 1971, to the Attorney General, 
Ahern was highly critical of the alleged exclusion of New York City 
Police Commissioner Patrick J. Murphy from the Presidents 
conference on June 3, 1971, regarding assaults on law enforcement 
officers. 
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In view of the lack of background data concerning 
the Thomas Brandon reportedly active on the Committee for 
Public Justice, it was not possible to specifically identify him. 
One Thomas_Jules,ferandon_ born April 16, 1908, at New York City, 
together with his film company, Brandon Films, Inc., have 
been the subjects of security -type investigations dating back to 
the mid-1940 f s. He was a member of the Communist Party in 
1944 and had been affiliated with a number of communist front 
groups. In 1954, an acquaintance described Brandon as being a 
"dyed in the wool communist. " Brandon was interviewed in 1954 
and denied Communist Party or front group membership or 
activities. In 1964, Brandon reportedly resided in New York City. 

Brandon's film company has reportedly been 
involved with Soviet and satellite countries in the exportation of 
films. 
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VINCENT LYONSjBRODERICK 



Captioned individual, born April 26, 1920, at New 
York Cityi was in 1961 the subject of an applicant investigation in 
connection with his appointment that year as an Assistant United 
States Attorney for the Southern District of New York. No deroga- 
tory information concerning him was developed during this investi- 
gation. 

Prior to his appointment as an Assistant United States 
Attorney and after practicing law with a New York firm, he was 
appointed Deputy Commissioner in Charge of Legal Affairs, New York 
City Police Department. He served in this capacity until 1956 when he 
became Chief Counsel of the National Association of Investment 
Companies. During the period 1958-1959, he reportedly served as a 
special hearing officer for the Waterfront Commission of New York 
Harbor. In 1962 when United States Attorney Robert M. Morgenthau 
resigned to run for Governor of New York on the Democratic ticket, 
Broderick became acting United States Attorney. Upon Morgenthau T s 
return, Broderick reverted to being his Chief Assistant. 

In 1965, Broderick was appointed New York City Police 
Commissioner. On the occasion of his resignation as an Assistant 
United States Attorney, it was reported that our New York Office had 
an exceptionally good relationship with Broderick and that he had 
proved to be a very firm friend of the FBI. On this occasion the Director 
provided a letter to be used at a testimonial dinner for Broderick as 
well as a photograph autographed to Broderick. In addition, the Director 
had already sent a letter of congratulations to Broderick on his appoint- 
ment as Commissioner. 

Broderick served as police commissioner until 1966, and 
after leaving this post, he took sharp issue by letter with Mayor John V. 
Lindsay in connection with New York City T s Law Enforcement Task Force 
and a proposed Independent Civilian Grand Reviewing 'Board. 
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Vincent Lyons Broderick 



According to the latest editon of "Martindale-Hubbell," 
Broderick is presently associated with the law firm of Philips, Nizer, 
Benjamin, Krim and Ballon of New York City. 
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FRED J. COOK 

Fred J. Cook was born on March 8, 1911, at Point 
Pleasant, New Jersey. He is a prolific writer and has a reputation 
of being motivated solely by monetary considerations in his writings 
and not by any personal convictions. Some have characterized him 
as an individual who will do anything for money. 

The September 21, 1957, issue of "The Nation" is 
devoted to an article by Cook entitled "Hiss: New Perspectives 
on the Strangest Case of Our Time. " This is an extremely biased 
article which implies that Alger Hiss was the victim of a frame-up. 
It generally follows and elaborates upon items and arguments 
appearing in the book "In The Court of Public Opinion" by Alger Hiss. 

A book by Cook entitled "The Unfinished Story of 
Alger Hiss" was published in the Spring of 1958. It is substantially 
a duplicate of the article which appeared in the September 21, 1957, 
issue of "The Nation. " 

The December 28, 1957, issue of "The Nation" 
contains an article by Cook entitled "The Remington Tragedy: 
a Study of Injustice. " As the title implies, this presents a slanted 
account of the William Remington case and is most sympathetic 
toward the deceased perjurer. 

The January 25, 1958, issue of "The Nation" contains 
an article by Cook entitled "Boris Morros: Hero of a Myth. " The 
article is highly critical of Morros, an FBI security informant who 
furnished data regarding Soviet intelligence operations. 

The entire October 18, 1958, issue of "The Nation" 
is devoted to an extremely critical and distorted article by Cook 
entitled "The FBI. " In the article, Cook attempts to portray the 
FBI and J. Edgar Hoover as highhanded and often inefficient. It 
is interesting to note that "The Worker" '(a now-defunct communist 
newspaper) in its issue of October 26, 1958, remarked as follows 
concerning this article:

" 'The FBI f is mercilessly and methodically exposed, 
from beginning to end, from bottom to top, by reporter 
Fred Cook in the October 18th T Special Issue' of T The 
Nation;' 58 pages of dynamite. It will be a sellout, as 
was Cook's previous report on The Hiss Case* " 

This October, 1958, article served as the nucleus 
for a book entitled "The FBI Nobody Knows" by Cook which was 
published in 1964. The book, like the article, is filled with distor- 
tions and unfounded charges against the FBI and Director Hoover. 

Among other Government agencies which have been 
subject to attack by Cook is the Central Intelligence Agency. The 
June 24, 1961, issue of "The Nation" features an article by him 
entitled "The CIA" which is not only critical of the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency but also is directed against United States foreign 
policy. The article is so slanted that it portrays both the Central 
Intelligence Agency and the United States Government in a very 
unfavorable light. 

FIRED BY "THE NEW YORK WORLD- TELEGRAM AND SUN" 

In connection with an article he had written for the 
October 31, 1959, issue of "The Nation, " Cook was invited to appear 
on David Susskind's "Open End"television program. The article 
was- entitled "The Shame of New York" and dealt with the problems of 
slum clearance. Cook's collaborator in writing the article, Eugene 
Gleason, also was invited to appear on "Open End. " At the time, 
both Cook and Gleason were reporters for "The New York World- 
Telegram and Sun. " 

During their November 22, 1959, appearance on 
Susskind's program, Cook told of an alleged bribery offer by a New 
York City official which has been reported to him by Gleason. He 
stated that Gleason told him the official (who was not named) had 
offered them $75 to $100 a week if they would stop their investigation 
of abuses in New York's slum clearance program* Cook also claimed 
that he had reported this incident to the city desk of his newspaper. 

Cook and Gleason were interviewed by personnel of the 
New York District Attorney's Office on the day following the television 
program, and Gleason admitted that he had lied about the bribery; 
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offer. He stated he had concocted the whole story because tr L 
was exuberant and was carried away" on the program. Cook 
also admitted that he had not advised his newspaper's city desk 
of the incident as he had claimed. 

"The New York World- Telegr am and Sun" dis- 
charged Cook and Gleason on November 24, 1959, for making 
the false bribery charges on the program. This newspaper also 
categorically denied Mr. Cook f s statement that he had told his city 
desk of the bribery offer. 





VERN COUNTRYMAN 



Vern Countryman was born in Roundup, Montana, on 5/13/17. 
After graduation from the University of Washington in 1942, he served as Justice 
William O. Douglas' law clerk; and later as National Labor Relations Board 
attorney and Assistant Attorney General of Washington State. He taught at the 
University of Washington Law School prior to 1948; was Associate Professor of 
Law at Yale from 1948 to 1955; has served as Dean of the University of New Mexico 
Law School; and is presently Professor of Law at Harvard. 

Countryman has a history of affiliation with leftist organizations and 
a long-time bias against Government investigative agencies. He has been a member 
of the National Lawyers Guild (NLG), and the 6/28/52, issue of "The Nation" 
contained an article in which Countryman defended the NLG, attorneys for convicted 
Communist Party leaders who had been cited for contempt, and other Communist 
Party fronters in the professional field. The 10/30/53' , issue of "Counterattack" 
reported that on 10/17/53, Verai Countryman was a speaker at an NLG conference 
in New York City to organize opposition to the Attorney General's decision that 
NLG should show cause why it should not be cited as subversive. 

On 3/4/54, Countryman testified on behalf of the Emergency Civil 
Liberties Committee (ECLC) before the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee and 
stated the Government should not force registration of communist action and front 
groups. In 1954, he was among ECLC members who prepared an amicus curiae 
brief in the case involving the 1953 conviction of 13 Communist Party leaders. 

The "Daily Worker, " 11/26/52, issue reported that Countryman 
signed a statement by the New Haven Chapter of the American Civil Liberties Union 
urging clemency for Ethel and Julius Rosenberg. 

Countryman has been an official of the National Committee to Abolish 
the House Un-American Activities Committee (known as National Committee Against 
Repressive Legislation since 1970) for many years, and has been vocal in criticiz- 
ing Congressional committees and -the Subversive Activities Control Board. 

Countryman has been opposed to U. S. policy in Vietnam and signed 
an advertisement, with other academicians, in "The Boston Globe, " 2/15/68, 
expressing this opposition. In. 1969, he was listed as a Director of the Civil 
Liberties Lega} Defense Fund, headed by Benjamin Spock, William Sloane Coffin, 
and others. This group pledged legal support for draft resisters. He was also 
listed as a campus contact in 1967 for "Resistance, " a Boston area group, urging 
young people not to cooperate when FBI Agents contacted them about draft violations. 
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According to the "Washington Post, " 6/26/69, Countryman was one 
of 13 law professors who signed a letter to Attorney General Mitchell urging him to 
drop his claim that the Government may wiretap and bug, free from court super- 
vision, domestic organizations considered subversive. The letter stated, "such a 
claim would gravely threaten some of our most fundamental liberties as well as the 
rule of law itself. " 

Countryman was listed in Angela Davis Legal Defense Fund literature 
in early 1971 as among sponsors "lending their support to the activities of the Fund. " 
William L. Patterson, identified as "Co-Chairman of the Black Liberation Com- 
mittee, CPUSA" was listed as a member of the Trustee Board of the Fund. 

Countryman's long-time dislike for the FBI is a matter of record. 
For example, a "New Haven Register, " .1/18/59, article contained" his comments 
at a Civil Liberties Council- sponsored debate at Yale Law School dealing with 
Supreme Court decisions in subversion cases. Countryman made caustic comments 
about the House Committee on Un-American Activities, terming it "an institution 
almost as sacrosanct as the FBI. " 

In 4/62, Countryman, then at the University of New Mexico, spoke 
against the loyalty oath required of students seeking Government financial assist- 
ance. At that time Countryman admitted to being an ECLC member and claimed 
it was not a Communist Party front, and "it does not become one simply because 
J. Edgar Hoover has called it a communist front or a fellow-traveller organization. " 

In an article "Computers and Dossiers" in the 8/30/71, issue of 
"The Nation, " Countryman discusses the "massive threat to individual privacy" 
posed by the growing numbers of computerized dossiers. He makes a number of 
snide comments about the FBI, wrongfully implying that the FBI uses wiretapping 
in spite of laws to the contrary. He notes that the National Crime Information 
Center contains "in excess of 1.7 million personal files"; he apparently obtained 
this figure from the FBI's Appropriation Testimony of 3/5/70. A check of this 
document discloses that only 3% of the 1.7 million figure referred to persons 
(and these are individuals wanted by the law) while the remaining 97% consisted of 
stolen cars, securities, guns, licenses, etc. , His statement that .visitors of FBI 
headquarters are "persuaded to ink their fingers" is also completely without basis 
in fact. 
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John Michael Andrew Doar, born l I 

at l 1 Minnesota, entered the Department of Justice in 

1960 as a Special Assistant to the Attorney General, Civil Rights 
Division. And at this time we conducted an applicant-type investi- 
gation which was generally favorable as was a special inquiry-type 
investigation, the results of which we reported in early 1965. In 
connection with this latter investigation, S. A. Andretta, Assistant 
Attorney General for Administration, while acknowledging that Doar 
was an outstanding attorney who accomplished much in the Civil 
Rights field, described him as being obnoxious, autocratic, and 
tyrannical in his approach and one who makes unreasonable 
demands of subordinates. He also described Doar as intolerant 
and one who does not respect rules and regulations. According to 
Andretta, Doar lacked administrative ability. From April, 1965, 
to November, 1967, Doar was the Assistant Attorney General in 
Charge of the Civil Rights Division. 

During Doar's tenure in the Department, there were 
several instances when he unjustly accused the Bureau of unnecessary 
delays and unnecessarily requested extremely expeditious handling of 
matters where such urgency was not indicated. It was necessary 
for Bureau officials to straighten Doar out on at least two occasions 
in 1961. That same year Doar reportedly acknowledged the Bureau's 
effectiveness, and in connection with this admission, the Director 
noted: "Then why is he always causing us headaches!" Also in 1961, 
in connection with a reported comment by Doar that the FBI had good 
informant coverage in the Birmingham, Alabama, area, the Director 
noted: "His comments are probably as unreliable as his criticisms. " 

In 1968, Doar headed the Economic Mobilization 
Operation which had recently been started in the Bedford- Stuyvesant 
area of Brooklyn, New York. In September, 1968, it was reported 
that Doar was named to the New York City Board of Education, of 
which he was elected President. 
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FRANK JORIS DONNE R 



Frank Joris Donner was born on February 25, 
1911, at Brooklyn, New York. He maintains his own law office 
in New York City and also serves as General Counsel for the 
United Electrical, Radio, and Machine Workers of America in 
that city. 

Donner has been associated with numerous communist 
front organizations over the years and has served as the attorney for 
a number of Communist Party functionaries who were tried for vio - 
lations of the Smith Act of 1940. Donner appeared before the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities (HCUA), now known as the 
House Committee on Internal Security, on 6-28-56 and invoked the 
Fifth Amendment 33 times when questioned regarding his past 
communist affiliations or whether he knew certain people as commu- 
nists. He also pleaded the Fifth Amendment in 1959 when questioned 
about his Communist Parly activities before this same Committee. 
An HCUA document entitled "Communist Legal Subversion, the Role 
of the Communist Lawyer, TT published 2-16-59, contained extensive 
information regarding Donner. Donner T s 1961 copyrighted book "The 
Un -Americans" calls for the abolition of HCUA and claims that the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation gives HCUA enthusiastic endorsement 
An example of how this book was received is contained in a book review 
of it toy "TASS, " the Russian news agency issue of 7-28-61. tT TASS n 
indicated that it was one of the most fully documented accounts of the 
inquisitorial HCUA -and stated T T>onner pinpoints the FBI and various 
Facist-type racist and other so calle'd 'hate* groups work hand in 
glove with the HCUA. " 

Donner wrote an article for "The Nation" on 4-10-54 
in which he referred to the Federal Bureau of Investigation*. as a 
"political police. " He has written other articles for "The Nation" * 
and "Playboy" magazine all of them bitterly criticizing the^Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, HCUA, and use of informants. < 
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TOM EMERSON 

Emerson is identical with Thomas Irwin Emerson 
who was born July 12, 1907, at Passaic, New Jersey. He received 
an LL.B. Degree from Yale University, New Haven, Connecticut, 
in 1931. From 1933 to 1945, he held important positions in various 
United States Government agencies. Since 1946, Emerson has 
been a Professor at Yale University where he currently is employed 
as a Professor of Law at the School of Law. 

Emerson has been the subject of a security-type 
investigation since the early 1940's(when he was jpeported to us as 
a hidden member of the Communist Party (CPjTfKlthough there is 
no recent evidence of CP membership on the part of Emerson, he 
has been associated for many years with the National Lawyers 
Guild, a cited organization, and various CP front organizations. 
He has been active in the National Committee to Abolish the House 
Un-American Activities Committee, a "coalition" assisting in the 
defense of Black Panther Party members, and the activities of Mggg/L U 
groups opposed to United States participation in the Vietnam War.^^PDja \

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RICHARD ANDERSON FALK 



Falk was born at New York City and he b6 
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received a B. S. Degree in Economics from the University of 
Pennsylvania in 1952, an LL. B. Degree from Yale University 
in 1955, and a J. S. D. Degree from Harvard University in 1962. 
Since 1961, Falk has been a Professor of International Law and 
Practice at Princeton University, Princeton, New Jersey. Over 
the years, he has been associated with a number of international 
groups dealing with law, morality, and disarmament. Although 
Falk has not been the subject of an investigation by the FBI, he 
has been active with a number of organizations and individuals 
which have been the subject of our investigative scrutiny. 

In December, 1966, Richard Falk of Princeton 
University was reported to be one of ten Americans who had 
departed for Moscow, Russia, to attend a seminar on 'World 
Peace, National Life and Individual Responsibility, " to be 
sponsored by the American Friends Service Committee, a 
Quaker -Pacifist Organization. 

In November, 1966, it was reported that Richard 
Falk, Princeton School of International Studies, would be one of 
three American professors who had been invited to participate 
during January, 1967, in the International Association of Demo- 
cratic Lawyers meeting to be held in Paris. 

The 3/1/66 edition of "The Worker, " an east coast 
communist semiweekly newspaper published in New York, carried 
an article identifying Richard A. Falk of Princeton University as 
one of the lawyers who endorsed a memorandum issued by the 
Lawyers Committee on American Policy toward Vietnam which 
criticized the United States involvement in the Vietnam conflict as 
a violation of the United Nations charter and the Constitution of 
the United States.

The 4/1/69 issue of the "The New York Times/' a 
daily New York City newspaper, contained an article identifying 
Dr. Richard A. Falk of Princeton University as a member of the 
Lawyers Committee on American Policy Towards Vietnam, and 
as having meetings "in Hanoi last June with Pham Van Dong. " 

Sources have reported during the late 1960 ! s, that 
Professor Richard Falk of Princeton University had supported 
the Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) group at that school 
and on several occasions assisted in raising funds for the legal 
defense of various SDS members, as well as participated as a 
speaker in their seminars. . 

The SDS is a militant, revolutionary organization 
whose members have participated in violent criminal acts. 

A letterhead of the Committee of Liaison with 
FamiHes of Servicemen Detained in North Vietnam, dated 
4/20/70 lists Professor Richard Falk as a member of this 
Committee. The Committee has been the subject of an Internal 
Security and Registration Act investigation conducted by the FBI. 



In July, 1970, it was reported that Professor Richard 
Falk of Princeton University would be in charge of the "War Crimes 
Project" which was then being organized. This project, sponsored 
by clergy and laymen concerned about the Vietnam War, intended to 
have hearings where witnesses of the War would document atrocities

committed by American soldiers. It was the intention of the project, 
backed by 'International lawyers" to take the evidence before the 
World Court and charge the United States with breaking International 
Law. 



A United Press International release dated 9/29/70, 
noted that Rennie Davis (mentioned above), Princeton Professor 
Richard Falk, and a New York University teacher, were forming 
a delegation to go to Vietnam to negotiate a "People's Peace Treaty" 
which would be circulated throughout the United States for "ratifi- 
cation" by the American people. This release noted that the treaty 
would be negotiated with the North Vietnamese as well as other 
groups opposing the Government of South Vietnam. 

Professor Richard Falk of Princeton University, a 
sponsor of the National Committee for a Citizen's Commission of 
Enquiry on U. S. War Crimes in Vietnam was one of the persons 
"especially invited" to the International Commission on Enquiry 
into U. S. Crimes in Indochina to be held in Stockholm, Sweden, 
during October, 1970. 

The Institute for Policy Studies, which organization 
has been the subject of an FBI Internal Security investigation, issued 
a work paper setting forth plans for the "radicalization " of U. S. 
society. Among those listed in the study as participating in this 
program was Richard Falk of Princeton University. 

During December, 1970, a "National Veterans Inquiry 
into U. S. War Crimes Policy" was held at the Dupont Plaza Hotel, 
Washington, D. C. , at which Professor Richard Falk of Princeton 
University was one of two attorneys who gave an analysis of 'War 
Crimes and International Law. " 
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In March, 1971, Professor Falk was one of a number 
of persons reported to have signed a statement, issued by the Inter- 
national Association of Democratic Jurists, which criticized United 
States military involvement in Laos. 

In June, 1971, the second session of the International 
Commission of Enquiry into U. S. Crimes in Indochina, was scheduled 
to be held at Oslo, Norway. According to literature released by the 
Commission, Professor Richard Falk of Princeton University would be 
one of a number of imtjeriiationally known experts who would present 
a report at this session on United States Warfare in Indochina.

Terrell L. Glenn was a U. S. District Attorney for 
the Eastern District of South Carolina from August, 1961, until 
his resignation January 31, 1968. ~ He is currently practicing law 
in Columbia, South Carolina, /: ,. 

We conducted a departmental applicant -type investigation 
on Glenn in 1961 which was brought up-to-date in 1965. Investigation 
was favorable. This investigation reflected that Glenn was the son of 
a United States District Judge in South Carolina who attended the 
University of South Carolina and South Carolina Law School receiving 
an LL. B. degree in 1953. He practiced law in South Carolina until 
his appointment as United States Attorney in 1961. During his tenure 
as United States Attorney we had cordial relations with him and he was 
considered dynamic and hardworking.

The Bureau conducted an applicant -type investigation 
on Lewin in 1962 when he was under consideration for employment 
with the Depart ment of Justice, This invest igation reflects that

He received a B. A. degree from Yeshiva College, New York City, 
in 1957 and received the LL. B. degree, Magnum Cum Laude, from 
Harvard Law School in 1960. Our investigation of Lewin failed to 
develop any derogatory information. 

On April 3, 1968, Attorney General Ramsey Clark 
announced Lewin appointed as Second Assistant in the Civil Rights 
Division of the Department of Justice. For the year prior to this 
appointment he had served as Deputy Administrator of the Bureau of 
Security and Consular Affairs at the Department of State. Prior to 
that employment he had been employed with the Department of Justice 
from 1962 to 1963 as a Special Assistant in the Criminal Division and 
from 1963 to 1967 as an Assistant to the Solicitor General. 

The only pertinent reference to him in Bureau files 
reflects that on December 30, 1970, there was a meeting between 
representatives of the Anti -Defamation League and Deputy Attorney 
General Richard G. Kleindienst. David Browdy represented the 
Anti-Defamation League and was accompanied by approximately 12 
attorneys. One of these individuals was Nathan Lewin. 
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Walter Duane \ockard, Chairman of Princeto n^ 
Department of Politics, was born in West Virginia i l I He 

received a Ph. D. in Political Science from Yale University in" 
1952. He was an Instructor at Wesleyan 1950-51; Assistant , 
Professor, Political Science, at Connecticut College 1951 -61; ''' ( ; 
and has been at Princeton University since the latter date. He 
was a Ford Foundation Fellow 1954-55 and served as an officer 
in the United States Air Force from 1942 to 1946. 

The Bureau has never conducted an investigation 
concerning Lockard a nd there is no pertinent information in Bureau 
files concerning him.

and received an A.B. Degree from Swarthmore in 1954 and an 
LL.B. Degree from Yale in 1959. From 1959 to I960, Navasky 
served as a special assistant to the governor of Michigan, in 
1961 was a consultant to the U. 3. Civil Rights Commission and 
since 1961, has been editor and publisher of "Monocle, " a 
magazine of political satire which carried a severely critical 
article concerning the CIA in its Winter, 1963-64 issue. 
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Navasky wrote an article "The Government and 
Martin Luther King," which appeared in the November, 1970, issue 
of "The Atlantic" magazine. In this article, which reportedly he 
has taken from his newly published book, "Kennedy Justice, " Navasky 
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Victor Navasky 

attempts to show that Robert F. Kennedy authorized a tap on 
King's telephone in October, 1963, because he didn't want the then 
current civil rights bill defeated, he wanted to protect Dr. King 
by proving to the FBI that he was not under communist influence, 
and lastly, to make the FBI "happy. " 

We have just received a copy of Navasky's book for 
review in the Crime Records Division. In view of the above-mentioned 
article and Navasky's reputation as a Kennedy apologist, it is ex- 
pected that the book will contain unfavorable references to the FBI. 
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Our investigation revealed the following background 
information concerning Neier: 

At the time, he was Executive Director of the New York 
Civil Liberties Union with offices at 156 Fifth A venue. New Yor k City. 
The records also reflect that Neier was-bo.riL.013 J L in *>f 

Berlin, Jkejcmajiy, and is a naturalized citizen. He attended Cornell 
University. 

The October, 1966, issue of "Criminal Law Bulletin" 
carried an article by Neier entitled "Civilian Review Boards --Another 
View. " The article was very much in favor of civilian review boards. 
Neier claimed that civilian review boards became an issue for public 
debate in 1953 and that "curiously the man who properly deserves 
credit for launching the drive for Civilian Review at that time was 
none other than J. Edgar Hoover. " Neier claims that on January 12, 
1953, the Director attended a meeting with then United States Attorney 
James P. McGranery, and that according to testimony by McGranery 
before House Judiciary Subcommittee, the Director said that New York 
City police would not allow Bureau Agents to interrogate officers 
involved in a civil rights investigation. This policy of the New York 
City Police Department was allegedly "leaked" to a reporter who 
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exposed the matter and triggered the House investigation. Neier 
says the rumor was that the Director leaked the story. At the time 
of this article, it was recommended that no answer be made to Neier. 
The Director stated: "I concur. The McGranery incident is taken out 
of context --it had no relevancy to civilian police boards. " 

"The New York Times" issue of November 14, 1969, 
carried a headline story captioned "FBI Pressure Charged In Bus 
Hirings. " The story stated that Ayreh Neier, the Executive Director 
of the New York City Civil Liberties Union, held a news conference the 
previous afternoon to denounce what he called "illegal FBI activity in 
New York in obtaining information on persons chartering buses. " This 
had to do with buses being chartered for demonstrators to attend the 
peace demonstrations in Washington the following weekend. 

A news release of the American Civil Liberties Union 
dated September 27, 1970, indicated that Neier had been elected 
Executive Director of the American Civil Liberties Union that day. 
He had previously been Executive Director of the New York branch.

attended Princeton University, .Princeton, JNgw Jersey, before 
receiving an LL.B. Degree from the University of Texas School 
of Law, Austin, Texas, in 1958. . Owen was the subject of an 
applicant -type investigation conducted in 1958 when he made 
application as an attorney in the Civil Rights Division of the 
Department of Justice. This investigation developed no unfavorable 
information concerning Owen, and he subsequently served with the 
Department until at least 1968 when he was then Deputy Assistant 
Attorney General of the Civil Rights Division. In 1963, Burke 
Marshall, then Assistant Attorney General, Civil Rights Division, 
Department of Justice, and no friend of the Bureau (material 
concerning him is set out elsewhere in this memorandum), appointed 
Owen as "Liaison Attorney" with the FBI concerning a number of 
pending Southern civil rights matters. 

In February, 1965, a source reported that during the 
same montii, David Robert Owen, a Trial Attorney, Civil Rights 
Division, United States Department of Justice, made arrangements 
to see Marian TursM, then an Editorial Board member of "Polityka, " 
an organ of the Polish United Workers* (Communist) Party, who was 
then visiting the United States. Jo* 

In addition, Owen was one of several Department officials 
who granted interviews to authors Jack Bass and Jack Nelson, who co- 
authored the book "The Orangeburg Massacre, " which was unjustifiably 
critical of the Bureau's investigation into the confrontation between 
students at South Carolina State College, Orangeburg, South Carolina, 
and local law enforcement officers in February, 1968, which resulted 
in the deaths of three students.

Pincus was the subject of applicant -type investigations 
conducted by the FBI in 1962 and 1969, which were requested by the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Relations, with which he was then 
employed as a consultant. These investigations developed no pertinent 
unfavorable information. 

During July, 1958, to early 1961, PincUs was employed 
as a writer for the Washington representative of "The Chattanooga 
Times" newspaper, and from 1963 to 1969, he was a reporter for "The 
Evening Star, " and "the Washington Post, " both Washington, D. C. 
Pincus, at other times, has worked as a free-lance writer. 

Over the years, Pincus has been very critical of the FBI. 
In 1959, he attempted to discredit the Bureau with regard to our use of 
the Bethesda Naval Hospital facilities for physical fitness examinations of 
FBI personnel. In 1961, he conducted a lengthy inquiry into armored cars 
used by government officials which culminated in an article appearing in 
"The Washington Post, " 7-23-61, containing smears and distortions of 
the Director's and FBI needs for armored vehicles. At this time, the 
Director observed that Pincus ". . .is just a human jackal. " 

Pincus also collaborated on a series of "Life" magazine 
articles which were critical of the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities, whose Chairman, Francis E. Walters, characterized the 
series as scurrilous and which "played into the communist hands. " 

Pincus attended the Seventh World Youth Festival in 
Vienna, Austria, in 1969, as a representative of the American Youth 
Festival Organization, which was alleged to be an anticommunist group. 
Various persons interviewed in regard to this Festival described Pincus 
as active in anticommunist activities at the Festival, including writing 
articles exposing communist attempts to control the Festival 
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In March, 1964, Pincus met briefly with former Assistant 
to the Director De Loach, after which he, his son, and two other of the 
boy's friends were conducted on a special tour of FBI Headquarters. At 
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the time, the Director noted concerning Pincus: M I certainly 
wouldn't trust" (him). 

In January, 1971, a source reported that Boris V. 
Yarochevskiy, Washington correspondent for the Soviet Tass News 
Agency (and suspected KGB Agent), had contacted Pincus for the 
purpose of planning lunch and dinner together, as well as attend a 
performance of the Soviet Dance Company. Later, in early March, 
1971, it was learned that Yarochevskiy had an appointment to visit 
Pincus at the latter T s office 

More recently, Pincus authored a series of three articles 
appearing in M The Washington Post, "and other newspapers during 
June, 1971, which: 1) attempted to characterize FBI leadership as old 
and fearful of younger personnel; 2) discussed the use of FBI space 
throughout metropolitan Washington and; 3) belittled House Appropriations 
Subcommittee for its uncritical approval of FBI appropriation requests. 
The latter article prompted Subcommittee Chairman Rooney to issue 
(with our cooperation) a strong rebuttal to the article which was printed in 
the "Congressional Record. " 

During June, 1971, a network television program, "First 
Tuesday, " featured a highly critical examination of the new FBI Head- 
quarters building now under construction. Subsequent inquiries disclosed 
that Pincus had worked as a researcher for this program and, using a 
subterfuge, had obtained a blueprint of the building some months before - 
obviously for use in planning the program. 

During our investigation of Daniel Ellsberg, self- 
, admitted purveyor of the "Pentagon Papers, " it was disclosed that on 
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ROBERT G. SHERRILL 



Sherrill is a former Texas newspaperman who was 
the Tallahassee Bureau Chief of the "Miami Herald" and, as of 
August, 1971, was the Washington Editor of "The Nation, " a leftist- 
liberal magazine. 

In its issue of 10-13-68, "The New York Times" 
newspaper contained an article entitled "Radical Tabloid Begins 
As Weekly, " which identified the new publication as "... Mayday, 
a four -page weekly tabloid oriented toward muckraking and radical 

politics " The article further identified one of the publication's 

three Editors as "... Robert Sherrill, correspondent for the Nation 
and author of unflattering biographies of President Johnson ( , The 
Accidental President 1 ) and Vice-President Humphrey ( f The Drug- 
store Liberal*). " 

In a book review of Arthur Miller*s book, "The Assault 
On Privacy, " Sherrill, writing in "The New York Times, " made snide 
remarks about the FBI's investigation of organized crime and some 
of the material contained in "raw" FBI files. 

We have conducted no investigation of Sherrill.

Stone is identical with Isidore Feinstein Stone, 
who was born December 24, 1907, in Pennsylvania, and who re- 
sides in Washington, D.C. He is the publisher of the "I. F. Stone's 
Biweekly, " an independent newsletter which expresses dissident 
and radical views. In December, 1940, Stone was reported to 
be a sponsor of the Veterans of the Abraham Lincoln Brigade, a 
cited organization, and since 1941 in numerous articles and speeches 
he has denounced and ridiculed legislation restricting communist 
activities in the United States. 

In 1951, Stone was reported by a self -admitted 
former Communist Party functionary as a Party member in the 
1930's and the early 1940's. 

In recent years Stone has expressed interest in the 
Cuban Communist Government of Fidel Castro, has held membership 
on the Executive Committee of the Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee, a cited organization, and has been active in the move- 
ments to abolish the House Committee on Un-American Activities 
and in protesting United States involvement in the Vietnam War.

William W. Turner entered the FBI as a Special 
Agent on February 5, 1951. He served in St. Louis. San Francisco. 
Seattle, Oklahoma City, and Knoxville. f I 
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tailed, ne appeared on radio programs ana at various puonc iorums 
in a continuing campaign to vilify the FBI and Mr. Hoover. His 
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vitriolic articles have appeared in such publications as "Saga, M 
"The Nation, " "Playboy" and "Ramparts. " Turner also has 
participated in various panel discussions where he has proven 
himself to be a dedicated enemy of law enforcement. He has 
made numerous unfounded charges about improper activities of 
various law enforcement agencies in his comments and writings. 

Turner's book, "The Police Establishment, " 
published in 1968, is a bitter and unfounded attack against law 
enforcement. 

His book, "Hoover's FBI: The Men and the Myth, " 
published in 1970, is a compilation of time-worn criticisms against 
the FBI, with the majority having been repudiated on the public 
record. It includes a tedious litany of the personal complaints 
of the author against the strict discipline and rigorous FBI 
system which he bucked— all the way to the Supreme Court- - and lost.

The March 13, 1971, issue of the "Los Angeles Times" 
contained an article indicating that Wall had written a letter to 
Senator George McGovern supporting his call for a Congressional 
investigation of the Director's administration of the FBI. Wall was 
quoted in this article as stating he was not forced to resign from the 
FBI but did so because he could not stand the suppression of opinion 
and the personnel practices. 

On June 1, 1971, Wall appeared on the NBC television 
program "First Tuesday, " which devoted itself to an examination of 
the FBI. This program was characterized as very biased against the 
Bureau and a "hatchet job. " 
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H. H^WILSON 

Wilson, who was born June 18, 1909, at Springfield, 
Massachusetts, is a Professor at Princeton University. t , 

Wilson has been a persistent critic of the FBI over 
the years. At the request of the Civil Service Commission, we 
initiated a Loyalty of Government Employees investigation on Wilson, 
also known as Dr. Harper Hugh Wilson, in May, 1952, when he was 
being considered as a consultant with the Department of the Interior. 
During that investigation, information concerning Wilson's association 
with various cited groups was developed. Wilson is also the subject 
of a closed security -type investigation and is included in Section A of 
the Reserve Index. He also is included in the 'Not To Contact" List 
Since the early 1950 f s, he has been one of the loudest voices in the 
Emergency Civil Liberties Committee (ECLC), a cited organization. 
He has advocated removal of the Director as head of the FBI, the 
placing of Bureau Agents under Civil Service, and has proposed other 
steps to hamstring operations of the Bureau. Wilson has supported, 
been associated with, or linked his name to, numerous communist 
front organizations over the years, including such cited organizations 
as the Jefferson School of Social Science, the National Committee 
to Win Amnesty for Smith Act Victims, the New Jersey Committee 
for Peaceful Alternatives, and the National Council of Arts, Sciences 
and Professions. He has championed the cause of the Rosenbergs and 
Harry Dexter White. 

The 11-25-70 issue of "The Trentonian, " a Trenton, 
New Jersey, newspaper, carried an article entitled "FBI Hoover is 
Menace, Charges Princeton Prof" which article voices criticism of 
the Director. In this article, he referred to the Director in vulgar 
terms, and the Director wrote him a letter on 12 -2 -70 and sent a copy 
of it to "The Trentonian" which later published it. Wilson replied to 
the Director on 12-6-70 at great length and the reply was typical of 
what could be expected of a person of this ilk. He has written articles 
for "The Nation" magazine, a liberal weekly, which have been critical 
of the Director and the FBL

There is only one reference in Bureau files to this 
individual which indicates that he wrote to the Director on September 8, 
1966, requesting information on the FBI National Academy. At the time, 
he was Assistant Professor of Politics and Public Affairs at the Woodrow 
Wilson School of Public and International Affairs at Princeton. His 
letter was cordially acknowledged.
